, Did you over hear the story of the 
Marie Celeste, a brig which sailed from 
Bofcton in the sixties, bound for Mediter- 
ranean ports 'with a general cargo of 
hWenandlse? No? Well,' I shall tell you 
tho story as it was told to me, a plain, un- 
varnished tale, the details of which are 
writ large iu the records of the American 
foreign office or whateVei bureau in 
Washington corresponds to our own de- 
partment at home that looks after the af- 
fairs of other folks.

• ..Listen to the astonishing particulars 


which an examination of the brig reveal- 
ed: Not a rope or stay, not a sail, was in- 
jured or a bolt missing. Everything from 
..truck to keel was in its proper place. The 
brig's boats— note this fact, please — were 


jJnjl on board, slung on their davits or 


wowed on deck. Below everything was 
11 n the same undisturbed state. The 
watches of the captain and bis wife 
hung on nails in the cabin. In the men's 
quarters, ns in the cabin— another fact to 
be noted— there were the remains of half 
cutcn dinners, cooked apparently no long 
time before the brig drifted toward the 
Spanish coast. Below and aloft all was 
silence — ft ghastly, significant silence, ap- 
palling by reason of its inexplicable na- 
ture and causing the faces of the search- 
ers to pale before the mysterious possi- 
bilities which offered as solutions of the 
grim deadness of the ship. 
i Since the day when the Marie Celeste 
drifted on her course to the European 
shores not a trace of any one of the twen- 
ty souls had been discovered.

'for the sake of murdering the crew or 
without looting the vessel.

How naval oflUcrs with salaries vary- 


ing from $1,000 to $3,500 manage to 
maintain a degree of style seems a deep 
mystery to the ordinary citizen. Not only 
must a naval officer keep himself supplied 
with the half down different uniforms 
specified by the government, but he must 
be able when ubhoru to present n decent 
appeni iiuce in Chilian attire, must stop 
nt gnoil hotels, must associate with civil- 
ians of soeiid position, corresponding to 
his own, and if he has a wife aud chil- 
dren he must maintain them in good 
stylo. 


All this is made possible by that spe- 


cies of domestic communism known ns 
co-operative housekeeping. The officers' 
moss aboard ship is an' illustration of it. 
Each man in the combination contributes 
a certain sum for the purchase of sup- 
plies. If an ofl'tcer be short ot funds, he 
may draw two mouths' pay in advance. 
The common fund is placed in the hands 
of a caterer cho«en from the moss, and 
the supplies are purchased in bulk and at 
the low e«t possible cost. 


The caterer makes careful calculations, 


allowing for breakage anil other losses, 
adds a small percentage of profit and 
then retails his supplies at prices consid- 
erably below current rates ashore. 


There are ordinarily two ofllccrs' mess- 


es below decks aboard a United States 
ship, the wardroom moss and the steer- 
age mess. The latter is for midshipmen 
and other juniors. The captain messes 
alone in solemn state, and if a vessel be 
a flagship the admiral may have his own 
separate table. The cost of living in the 
wardroom mess is from i?.'}."} to $40 a 
month, exclusive of wines aud cigars. All 
transactions are on a credit system. 


Whenever a bottle of wine or a cigar is 


ordered, the purchaser "writes a chit" of 
the amount. These chits are summed up 
at the end of the month, and payment is 
made cither directly by the debtor or 
through the pa} master. No chit is given 
for meals, and each officer is entitled to 
take guests, on board to breakfast or din- 
ner as often as he will. At the end of the 
cruise the profits of the mess are divided 
pro rat a among the members, and if the 
ship goes out of commission whatever 
stock of stores is on hand is eithec auc- 
tioned off to the officers or sold to the 
mess of some other ship.—New York 
Herald.

Color E«*et» of tb.e Mtoroncoplc Par- 


ticle* That Impregnate the Atmon- 
phere—The line of the Suii and the 
Earth'* Uluukct. 
Most people if they were asked to stato 


the co'or of the sun would say that it 
was orange, and they would as confident- 
ly assert that the color of the atmosphere 
!»ras blue. Recent researches and inves- 
tigations, however, point to the conclu- 
sion that the real color of the yun is blue, 
while that of the atmosphere surrounding 
the earth is orange. 
Commonly the 


earth's atmosphere appears so transpar- 
ent and translucent that it is hard to re- 
alize the fact that it has as much effect 
on the light and beat coiniug from the 
sun as if it were a roof of thick glass. 
But the atmosphere is very far from be- 
ing as colorlew. as it seems to be, and the 
best way Of discovering its true tint is 


i not to guze immediately overhead, but to 
look away toward the horizon. 
By so 


doing the atmosphere will be seen, as it 
wen;, in bulk, for overhead there is only 
a small accumulation, of it compared 
with the many miles of thickness through 
which the vision travels when the eye 
looks toward the horizou. 


The atmosphere surrounding the earth 
hen may be likened to a screen of an 
range color, and it will be readily under- 
tood that any light passing through this 
creen will experience some remarkably 
modifications. 
Now, as already stated, 


t appears highly probably thai, supposing 
ny one could see the sun from a position 
lUtside the earth's atmosphere the light 
oming from this central luminary would 
jo seen to be not white, but blue. This 
ilue is of course not a pure monoehroinnt- 
c blue, and the expression really means 
hat it sums up the dominant note iu the 
'Olor scheme. What, therefore, the at 
uosphere may bo considered to do is to 
stop ont or absorb all the colors at tin 
)lue end of the. spectrum, the residue til 
ering through to the earth as white light 
When the rujs of light first left the sun 
ho blue rays were the strongest, bti 
very soon after they entered the earth's 
atmosphere their progress was impeded 
and of all the raj s journeying from th 
sun they quickly became thu weakest 
_)u the other hand, the red raj a. which a 


st were inconspicuous, had the facility 


o£ penetrating the earth's utmospln'i-' 
ind were the most in evidence, at the ^u< 
of their long journey.

It is duo to this fact, for instance, that in 
the noiehborhooil ot large towns the «ua 
nearly always appears to set as a ic-l 
bull of tire. Tin- rays of light nt the red 
end of the spectrum uro of a much longer 
wave length than any of their fellow 
rays, and so are the best qualitied for 
penetrating the dense bank of haze, which 
so commonly floats over all large towns 
and cities. In s'luli localities, us the sun 
sinks to rent, the green rays are first 
absorbed by this hank of haze, and then 
the yellow, and. lastly, the orango nud tho 
red, the latter, more oiten than not. be- 
ing tho only ones to got through :it all. 
A careful observation of u himtct will re- 
veal the fnct that the colors 1'nilo in thu 
above mentioned order, and the reason 
they do so is that they are of different 
wave Icngtho.

the color in the sky may, as it 


were, be painted on tho clouds, or oa the 
hazy air, or on the open sky itself.

conspicuous is of course the blue, and in 
peeking for tho origin of this 
1 tint it \\ill 


be found that the search Imdb to an ex- 
planation of many of the other colois. 
On looking up into the sky on a cloudless 
sunny day, when tho swallows, perhaps 
arc* Hying so high that they appear but 
ns tiny specks in the dome of blue, it 
seems almost impossible to think of the 
atmosphere as 
being otherwise thai: 


perfectly clear and translucent. 
It is, 


however, in reality charged with minute 
dusty particles, which have always been 
found in myriads whenever the ntiuo-.- 
phere has been tested cither over thn 
open sea or at the top o£ high moun- 
tains. Those particles of dust, it will be 
Been, are the agents principally responsi- 
)le for tinting the atmosphere blue and 
or filtering out tho gorgeous hues of a 
sunset. 


In the lower strata of the atmosphere 
he coarser particles of dust not only 
scatter tho waves of light, but they alsi 
reflect thorn, so that at these lower level 
ho blue tint is diluted by white lij, 
rht and 


s accordingly not so intense as wher 
seen, say, from the top of n high juoun- 
.ain. 
At this elevation only the liner va- 


rieties of dust are lioaling, nnd there is 
little reflection of the li^ht, but 
mud 


scattering, and hence it is here that tin 
blue attains its greatest intensity, 
that part of the sky nearest the sun tin 
rays of light come in n direct line to th< 
eye of the observer, and the scattering o 
tho light does not appear so great nt 
when one looks across the path of tin 
beams, and it is due to this circumstance 
that the sky near the sun Is not of so in 
tense n blue- as portions of the sky far 
ther away. A similar kind of thing hap 
pens in respuct to the clouds, where dust 
readily accumulates nnd, reflecting the 
light, produces their brilliant whiteness. 
At the c0.gcs of the clouds, moreover, tho 
atoms of dust are busily engaged iu re- 
fracting the beams of light, and to this 
cause Is due that brilliant fringe of 
brightness which so often ndoms many 
of the largest clouds. Not only therefore 
docs the atmospheric dust (iltor out of 
tho blue light that tints the sky, but it 
also fabricates the pigments that color 
the clouds, effects which can most readily 
be observed in contemplating the glories 
pf the setting sun.—Arthur II. Boll in 
Knowledge.

The Care ot Cloven.

European and American data repre- 


sent the year as having been phenomena! 
In almost every particular. In Now Eng- 
land the year went by the name of "eight- 
een hundred and starve to death," and 
the summer months are known in history 
as "the cold summer of 1810," so remark- 
able- was the temperature. 


Tho sun's rays seemed to be destitute 


of heat, and ull nature was clad in n sa- 
ble hue. lien nnJ women became fright- 
ened and imagined that the fire in tho 
sun wns beiui; rapidly extinguished and 
that the world would soon come to an 
end. Ministers took the phenomenon for 
the text of their sermons, and pseudo sci- 
eutilic men talked of things they knew 
not of, while tbe fanatics took advantage 
of the occasions to form religious organi- 
zations. 


The winter of 1S15-1G was very cold in 


Europe, but comparatively mild in this 
country, and did not in any way indicate 
the severe weather that soon prevailed. 
Even the almanacs wore silent, mid, al- 
though the usual indications "about now 
look out lor cold weather" or "this is a 
Rood time tor suovv" •uere entered in the 
regular portions of the book devoted to 
the winter predictions, those used for 
chroniclinK the pleasauter months had no 
such alarming warnings. 


January was mild, so much so that for 


days the people allowed their Ores to go 
out, 
as artificial heat made the buildings 


uncomfortably 
warm. 
This pleasant 


weather was broken, by a severe cold 
snap in February, but this low tempera- 
ture passed in n few days, and a warmer 
condition similar to the month previous 
set in. March "came in like a lion, but 
weut out like a lamb." There was noth- 
ing unusual in the climatic conditions of 
the mouth which differed from those gen- 
erally found in the windy season. April 
was tho advance guard of this stranga 
freak in temperature. The early days 
were warm aud bright, but as the mouth 
drew to a close the cold increased until it 
ended in ice and snow und a very low j 
temperature. To those who delighted in i 
balmy May days and loved to wntcli the 
bucldiup ilowprs the May of 1810 wns a ! 
bitter disappointment. True, buds caaie, 
but so did the frost, and one night laid all 
vegetation a blackened waste. Corn was 
killed, anil the fields hail to be made ready 
for another planting, but the people's as- 
tonishment was complete when 
tliey 


found ice formed to the thickness of half 
au inch iu the pools. June, tho "month of 
ro^es." was this yi"ir n month of ice. and 
desolation. The "oldest inhabitant" was 
surprised, for never before had the mer- 
cury sunk so low in the tube in them- lat- 
itudes in the la 
(--t month of sprint;. Frost, 


ice and snow were common. Almost ev- 
ery green thint; that hud taken advnutnse 
of a few warm days to develop was 
Killed, and tarious kinds of fruit were 
nearly all destroyed. One day tho beauti- 
ful suuw fell to a depth of ten inches in 
Vermont, seven inches in Maine nnrl 
throe- inohos in Massachusetts and cen- 
tral Xew York. Matters were he-winning 
to bo intorcsfinK. Poojjfc were undecided 
whether to spend tbe winter in the south 
or at the seashore and mountains. One 
day tho latter resorts wore, desirable, and 
the next would decide in favor of tho 
former, but on the whole the southern 
climo was preferred. 


July was accompanied by frost aud 


ire, and those who coli brated the clarions 
Fourth "not wisely but too well" found 
nn abundance of ice handy for immediate 
nso the next moniiug. It was not vory 
tbk-k. not more than one-sixteenth of nn 
inch, but it was ico, and it caused this 
pood people of Now Ku;.rlatid, Now York 
and some sections of Pennsylvania to 
look Rravo. That month Indian corn was 
destroyed in all but the most favored lo- 
cations, and but a small quantity escaped. 


Surely August would put an end to 


such cold weather, but the far.nors as 


I woll as lintel proprietors were doomed to 


disappointment. The midsummer month 
was if possible more cheerless than th.! 
days already passed. Ice formed oven 
thicker than it had dune the month be- 
fore, and corn wns so bndiy frown that 
it was cut f-'r fodder, and almost every 
green plant in this country as well as 
Europe was fro/on. 
Papers received 


from England stated that the year ISKi 
would be remembered by tho generation 
then living as a year in which there was 
no summer. 


What little corn ripened in the nm-x- 


posed states was worth almost itsweigbt 
in silver, and farmers were compelled to 
provide themselves with corn grown in 
1815 for the seed tlu-y used iu the spring 
of 1817. This seed never cost s>o much, 
being difficult to get even at §3 per 
bushel. 


i The last rr.outb of summer v»as ushered 
in bright and warm, und for two weeks 
the now almost frozen people begun to 
thaw out. It was the mildest weather of 
the year, and just as the inhabitants got 
fairly to appreciate it old Hone-as and 
Jack Frost came along and whitened and 
hardened everything in their path. On 
the Itith ice fuinu-d a quarter of an inch 
thick, and winter clothing that had been 
laid away for a fc-w dnys was again 
brought forth and wrapped round shiver- 
ing humanity. By this time the people 
had given up all hopes of again seeing 
the flowers bloom or hearing the birds 
sing and began to prepare for a bard 
winter. 


October kepi up the reputation of its 


predecessors, us there was scarcely a day 
that the thermometer registered higher 
than 30 degrees. November was also ex- 
tremely cold.' and slcighiiig was good the 
first week of the month: but. strange to 
relate, December was the mildest and 
most comfortable month of the- entire 
year, a condition which lee] many people 
to believe that the seasons had changed 
about. 


Of course the cold spell sent bread- 


stuffs to an unheard of price, and it was 
impossible to obtain for table use many 
of the common vegetables, as they were 
required for seed. Flour sold in 1817 in 
tbo citiea for $13 per barrel, and the av- 
erage price of wheat in England was 07 
•billings per quarter.—Boston Globe.
